Rochester Historical Society Reopens 
By Marilou Newell 

Nestled along an old roadway on the outskirts of 
modern-day Rochester stands the East Rochester Church, 
once the home of a Methodist congregation. Today it is 
still stately in its Greek Revival old age and still gives 
people a place to go and reflect on the town’s long history. 
It is in this manner of reflection and observing items left 
behind by our ancestors that we come to understand 
ourselves better or, at the very least, have a grand time 
checking out really old stuff. 

On May 22, the Rochester Historical Society 
opened the doors to the church museum at 355 County 
Road that the society has owned since 2003. For the 
princely sum of $1, the society became the owner of the 
1857 church and the contents there in: namely pews, 
lectern, and the church’s organ. But as member Connie 
Eshbach stated, that $1 bargain has cost them far more in 
upkeep over the years. 

Thusly when the world shut it doors last March, 
things got a bit tight for the organization that depends 
on donations generated from visitor revenue. Now, as it 
appears the U.S. is on the verge of reopening the country, 
the RHS is back to planning public events. Hosting 
seasonal yard and bake sales and opening the church 
museum doors started on May 22. 

In preparation for “A Curator’s Show Part 1: 
Treasures of the Past,” the current exhibit that will run 
until September, Eshbach and fellow member Susan 
LaFleur plumbed the depths of the building’s cubbyholes, 
uncovering a vast selection of donated items not 
previously put on display. 

In one corner inside a glass curio case, itself a 
piece of history, sat a handwritten thank you note from

one Mr. Henry Wadsworth Longfellow dated 1882. 

In another area was a notebook from 1795, and books 
written by the Leonard sisters including one by Caroline 
Leonard Goodenough with the titillating title, “Legends, 
Loves and Loyalties of Old New England.” 

One almost feels that by cracking open the book 
secrets from past liaisons will spill out. Alas, that is not 
the case. According to LaFleur, “It’s a genealogical study 
of her family, really.” Leonard Goodenough’s sister, Mary 
Leonard, is responsible in part for a book simply titled, 
“Mattapoisett and Old Rochester,” a history of the region 
long out of print. Mary Leonard also wrote “The Days of 
The Swamp-Angle.” That one may be worth a second trip 
to the museum. 

You'll also find snippets of the history of the post 
office. Now, you may think this a bit on the droll side but 
see what the society members have put together from oral 
and written histories. 

They share on a descriptive label, “According 
to Mary Hall Leonard, acknowledged as Rochester’s 
historian, there was a romantic tragedy associated 
with the early post office run by Nathan Willis.” As the

It is as evil looking in real 
life as it is in the movies. 

The exhibit is sure to excite the imagination and 
inform those seeking to further their local history. And it’s 
no small task to ensure that future generations will also 
have this very special historical gem to enjoy and learn 
from. 

The Rochester Historical Society members are 
a team of totally invested people. They work hard to 
support the needs of the building that is home to their 
collections and a place to hold lectures and events that 
brings history to life not only for residents but anyone 
wishing to learn more about Rochester, its past, and its 
people. 

Eshbach said, “Our mission is to preserve and 
share Rochester’s history through lectures, press releases, 
and displaying historical items.” 

If you attend an event at the society’s church 
museum building, don’t miss the opportunity to visit 
the Woodside Cemetery gently embracing the exterior 
of the church grounds like an arm wrapped tenderly 
around a departed loved one.

of three children. 

The story, about his connection with former 
Tabor Academy Health Center Nurse Jen Forker and 
her subsequent bout with leukemia, took on the form of 
writing a few months after her October 22, 2018 passing 
that was mourned by the entire Tabor community. 

“But I never anticipated getting it to this point. 

I mostly did it because I couldn’t sleep, and then it just 
happened,” said Jim. “It basically started with me just 
writing stuff down with the goal of not forgetting certain 
things so me and the kids would have it. I stumbled 
upon a couple of journals that Jen had written.... One of 
the journals I didn’t know existed. That got the juices 
flowing.” 

Jim had no prior writing experience, but he and 
Jen had been together 16 years. “I guess when you know a 
subject pretty well,” he explained. 

In the book, Jim discusses his life as an only 
child from New Jersey, living on his activities and sports 
until meeting Jen, then a married woman with whom 
he found himself smitten. Determined to forget about 
an unavailable woman, he received word that Jen had 
separated from her husband. They would merge families 
and enjoy a blissful life together until Jen was diagnosed 
with leukemia. 

What felt like a perfect world was soon 
transformed into a challenge of single parenting Ben, 
Charlotte, and Nora, and learning how to care of Jen 
through her fight. 

After Jen’s passing, Jim poured his energy into 
fundraising for the Dana-Farber Cancer Institute and the 
Leukemia & Lymphoma Society, and last year Charlotte, 
a Tabor Academy student, took up the fight by joining the 


Students of the Year campaign. Charlotte set a fundraising 
goal of $20,000 and exceeded it, raising over $25,000. 

While 2020’s societal conscience was dominated 
by the coronavirus pandemic and racial and political 
tension, unrelated crisis was a lonely place for those 
affected. But at the same time, the shutdown of activities 
translated into fewer logistical distractions in Jim’s effort 
to write about his experience. 

Until the pandemic hit Massachusetts, Jim

unsuspecting target. Using this aerial ambush, it catches 
small rabbits, frogs, young birds, and often snakes, as in 
my illustration. 

When you are birdwatching to recognize harriers 
in your neighborhood, they are more likely to be found 
hunting low along the edges of country roads, and 
sometimes eating what they have caught on the ground 
in plain sight for everyone to appreciate. Harriers are only 
occasional residents of coastal Buzzards Bay because of 
seasonally migrating down from the north, for which they 
are named. 

Like the snowy owl, they may appear more 
every five or six years in exodus of a cyclical downturn 
in numbers of their staple diet of rodents and lemmings. 
Unlike most other aerial raptors that mate for life, unless 
one of a pair dies, the male harrier can be polygamous 
with several mates all at the same time.

acrobatic. As he circles his intended partner in the air, he 
may call out to her with a “purrduk,” signaling he has 
caught a prey so she should fly under him and, when 

he drops it, she can catch it as her reward for the mating 
exhibition. 

The male also uses a similar dropping tactic when 
finding a mouse nest to feed his fledglings. He will pick it 
up and shake it over the hungry family for a quick snack 
into the open-wide mouths of those down below him. 
This teaches them to similarly hunt for themselves by 
dropping down upon any moving object that looks like a 
living creature that is perhaps edible. But if a youngster 
wanders too far from the nest, the mother carries it back 
home by the nape of its neck.

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In late August, the whole family is ready to 
start moving southward for the annual autumn seasonal 
migration. For the next several months, they are found 
to follow the coastal plain areas not far from the Atlantic 
flyway. However, wherever they arrive in their travels, 
they are received as welcome visitors, recognized for their 
reputation to keep down the population of unwanted 
rodents as well as reptiles venomous to human beings. 

But population research shows harrier numbers 
are dwindling all across their migration range because 
of loss of marshland habitat and spraying of pesticides 
harmful to the thickness of hatching eggshells. 

The Migratory Bird Treaty of 1918 still protects 
the northern harrier as a valuable species for me to write 
about and illustrate for environmental awareness to 
readers of The Wanderer. 


ORR Investigating Racist Incident

The Old Rochester Regional School District is 
investigating the discovery of racist words and epithets 
on the wall of a bathroom at ORR Junior High School, 
according to a press release issued by Superintendent of 
Schools Mike Nelson. 

A student reported the vandalism to school 
administrators on May 17, after which an investigation 
was immediately launched by school officials. The 
district’s School resource officer is assisting with the 
investigation, according to Nelson. 

“This type of behavior is completely unacceptable 
and disgusting,” said Nelson in a statement. “We want 
to foster an environment at all of our schools that is 
accepting and inclusive of all students. We are taking this 
issue extremely seriously, and any students found to be 
involved in this incident will face appropriate actions 
within the district and with the police. With that said, I 
would also like to commend the student who found these 
hateful messages and reported it to an adult.” 

As of Monday night, there was no further 
development in the ongoing case, according to Nelson. 

It is the first case of racially motivated vandalism 
since Nelson became superintendent in 2020. Almost

MYC Trying to Lay Out Welcome Mat

While the cost of joining the local yacht club is 
actually more comparable to hitting a bucket of golf balls 
at a Route 6 driving range than a membership at Augusta 
National, Mattapoisett Yacht Club Commodore Rick 
Warren acknowledges that stereotypes pose a recruiting 
challenge. 

“It’s hard. We try to get members to bring guests 
to this June 11 (event) just to see how relaxed it is,” said 
Warren, stressing that not all yacht clubs are equal, and 
some sailors look for one thing in a yacht club while 
others look for something else. 

Mattapoisett Yacht Club, he suggests, functions 
more like a recreation program with a social aspect that 
is extremely laid back. The idea, says Warren, is to get 
more people to realize that they, without spending in an 
entirely alien economic bracket, can make sailing part of 
their lives, too. 

A recent press release reads, “It should be 
stressed that the club is open to new members regardless 
of whether you are a beginner or an experienced boater. 
And you don’t need to own a boat to enjoy the benefits 
of the club.” The release goes on to note opportunities to 
participate on and off the water and to crew. 

The invitation is validated by the club’s $120 
annual dues. 

“Ours is more like a neighborhood gathering, and 
your friends are welcome to join us,” said Warren. 

Although MYC, established in 1901 with 
operations only suspended by the two world wars and 
even sustained throughout the pandemic albeit with 
COVID-related modifications, membership is not where 
Warren would like to see it. 

“There are 900 moorings in Mattapoisett, and we 
don’t have 100 members. Most of them don’t even know 
we exist,” he said, alluding to a committee meeting late 
last year to address the matter and use Facebook. “I’ve 
been involved in the racing part of it.... Mostly it’s word of 
mouth.” 
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MYC, explains Warren, lacks the overhead of 
some of the more prestigious yacht clubs in the region. 

“We have our committee boats, our markers, and 
our social events,” he said. “It stayed low key, and ... we 
don’t want to buy a building. It’s an RV, not a five-star 
hotel.” 

MYC’s modest approach is not for lack of 
ambition. Warren was to be the navigator on Butch Joy’s 
Kindred Spirits J120 boat in the biannual Marion to 
Bermuda Race that has been cancelled due to pandemic- 
related concerns in Bermuda. 

An assistant coach with the Old Rochester 
Regional High School sailing program, Warren says 
MattSail, the Mattapoisett Community Sailing Association 
program, has done a great job bringing children into the 
sport. But while some develop a passion for the activity, 
they often go 
off to college 
and careers take 
them elsewhere. 

Getting 
younger 
members “is 
a process” 
and one that 
other clubs are 
also pursuing. 
Warren calls 
Angelica Yacht 
Club in Mattapoisett “even lower key,” operating in cycles 
as a learning program for kids. While its 2020 summer 
program was cancelled due to the pandemic, Warren 
said Angelica is trying to revive its learning program in 
association with the New Bedford-based Low Tide Yacht 
Club. 





While MYC members will not have a Marion to 
Bermuda Race in 2021, the club is eager to get the more 
local activities of the season into gear. 

The calendar kicks off on June 1 with the Tuesday 
night Ensign one-design class races, and the opening 
race in the Cruising boat handicap series begins on 
Wednesday, June 2. According to Warren, up to five 
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entries are hoped for. 

A larger event coming up soon is the June 12 
Spring Round-the-Bay Race, the first race in the Buzzards 
Bay trophy series. Warren anticipates five or six boats 
out of Marion as part of the local a group of sailors 
that got together from Beverly YC, Buzzards Bay YC, 
New Bedford YC, Quissett YC (Falmouth), and MYC. 
Contestants race a minimum of four of the half dozen 
events on the schedule, and division winners for the series 
emerge. 

An outdoor cocktail party social will be held 
the night before on June 11 at the boatyard clubhouse. 
“Hopefully the weather cooperates, and we’ll spread out 
chairs and tables around the boatyard,” said Warren. “We 
want people to be comfortable.” Traditionally a grill as 
well, this year will be confined to beverages. 

Despite the opening up of the state, the pandemic 
lingers, and safety precautions are still being exercised.

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Clean Sweep on FY22 Warrant 
Rochester Town Meeting

The atmosphere on Monday night at Rochester 
Memorial School was festive, in stark contrast to 2020, as 
Finance Committee Chairman Kris Stoltenberg addressed 
attendees of the May 24 Annual Town Meeting and 
remarked on a “growing sense of normalcy and optimism. 

In prefacing the 17 articles on the warrant that 
would all carry with only a few drawing isolated voices of 
dissent, Stoltenberg told attendees that all the Fiscal Year 
2022 budgets are within the scope of a level-funded budget 
philosophy with any increases explained, scrutinized, and 
ultimately recommended. 

A pie chart accompanied the literature on the table 
inside the meeting hall, indicating a consistent approach, 
and Stoltenberg explained that to pay for Article 4, the 
$22,887,488 FY22 operating budget (up from $22,522,236 
for FY21), 59 percent would come from $13,394,343 in tax 
levies, 22 percent or $4,955,000 in local receipts (includes 
SEMASS PILOT payments and approximately $800,000 in 
excise tax), and from various other sources. 

The Rochester Memorial School budget, he said, 
increases by 2.5 percent, ORR by 2 percent, and Bristol 
Aggie by 7 percent, the latter because its transportation 
costs are no longer part of the RMS budget. The Plymouth 
County Retirement Fund is up 11 percent. 

Stoltenberg further noted that this is Rochester’s 
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second year benefitting from the services of a volunteer 
Capital Planning Committee, and praised its efforts in 
“forward-thinking, balanced recommendations with Robbins Oil Burner Service 
available funds.” . p wes .

Only a few areas of town fall into a flood plain district, 
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he said, and further stated that the amendment does not 
represent any substantive changes but is meant to clarify 
the bylaw and meet federal and state requirements.

ConCom Hears from Peer Review 
Mattapoisett Conservation Commission

On May 24, the Mattapoisett Conservation 
Commission heard from peer review consultant Jonathan 
Niro of BETA regarding their review and technical study 
of the proposed solar array off Randall Lane planned by 
Randall Lane, LLC. The project, as designed, will have 800 
panels spread over a 28-acre site producing 7.5 megawatts 
of electric energy. The site is being developed by SunRaise 
Investments of Portsmouth, New Hampshire. 

Niro spoke to two letters that have been 
submitted to the commission and the Planning Board 
from his office outlining a variety of issues primarily 
centered around the exact location of wetlands and other 
jurisdictional areas, and the width of the access road. 

Niro said that a great number of the issues 
raised by his team had been addressed by the applicant’s 
engineering firm, Beals & Thomas, to BETA’s satisfaction. 
However, a major sticking point is the absence of a 
boundary survey for the three lots that make up the site. 
He said that, normally, boundary surveys come before 
any permissions are granted to the applicants. Eric 
Las of Beals $ Thomas, the applicant’s representative, 
indicated that this client wanted to get a sense of whether 
the project might receive permission before making the 
investment in an expensive boundary survey. 

Las confirmed that some 88 acres of the property 
owned by Randall Lane, LLC will go into conservation 
restriction with the Buzzards Bay Coalition agreeing to be 
the holders of the restriction. 

Conservation Commission Chairman Mike 
King said that, given the amount of data the volunteer 
commission and part-time agent had to digest for this 
project, time would be needed. For now, he was satisfied 
with the initial presentation. He also noted that the 
commission needs to confirm that the Fire Department 
has sanctioned the access roadway at 16 feet versus 
the traditional 20-foot requirement. The review was 
continued to June 14. 

Also coming before the commission was William 
Clapp for property off of Mattapoisett Neck Road. 
Represented by David Davignon of Schneider, Davignon, 
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& Leone Inc., Davignon said his client merely wants to 
cut down some invasive phragmites so that the property 
could be used as a seasonal family campsite. 

Abutter Michelle Gregoire was against any 
cutting of vegetation, saying it was helping to stabilize 
the coastal bank, barrier beach, and associated dunes. 
Davignon said there would not be any removal of root 
systems, simply the cutting of some areas to allow for 
recreational use of the property. The Notice of Intent 
application was continued until June 14. 

In other business, a Request for Determination 
of Applicability filed by Rebecca Sears, 165 Acushnet 
Road, for the construction of a garage received a negative 
determination, as did Tom Jackviez’s RDA for property 
located at 17 Third Street for the installation of a kayak 
rake. 





Two Request to Amend NOIs, one filed by Craig 
and Elaine Bovaird, 26R Pine Island Road, and another 
from Andrew and Sarah Bishins, 20 Winnatuxett Road, 
were approved. 

An NOI filed by Stephen Baptista, 6 Perkins Lane, 
received conditioning for the removal of dead trees. Also 
approved was a Request to Amend an NOI submitted by 
Steve Goulson, 27 Nashawena. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission is scheduled for Monday, June 
14, at 6:30 pm. 


Who Goes First, ZBA or ConCom? 
Mattapoisett Zoning Board of Appeals

Just before adjourning the May 20 Mattapoisett 
Zoning Board of Appeals meeting, Director of 
Inspectional Services Andy Bobola asked the ZBA to 
confirm the process that establishes an applicant’s need 
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to secure Conservation Commission permissions for a 
construction project before seeking permits that might be 
required from the ZBA. 

Bobola said that he was seeking the support 
of the ZBA because increasingly he receives plans 
needing modifications required by the Conservation 
Commission, including restrictions and any wetlands- 
related jurisdictional controls. Such changes, he explained, 
then put a project in conflict with any permits previously 
granted by the ZBA such as special permits and variances. 
Bobola said it creates needless delays in the construction 
process. He said it makes more sense for the commission 
to render its conditions and acceptance of a project 
after thorough conservation oversight. Once secured,

the applicant can then seek whatever approvals might 
be needed from the ZBA, and the ZBA will be better 
informed as to the site plan. 

There resulted a bit of confusion when Attorney 
Jamy Madeja, representing 0 Starboard Way, LLC, said 
that currently the Conservation Commission requires 
the ZBA to adjudicate first. She stressed that the case she 
represented before the ZBA that night might be sent back 


if the commission saw fit to not hear it before the ZBA did. 


Bobola disagreed with that assertion. 

In the end, the ZBA unanimously affirmed the 
requirement that applicants needing ZBA approvals 
would first go through the Conservation Commission 
process, thus clearing the way for any ZBA involvement. 
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Madeja’s representation of 0 Starboard Way 
also saw some hiccups when abutters represented by 
Attorney Mike Kehoe questioned whether or not the 
two undeveloped lots being reviewed had in fact been 
merged, thus creating one lot, not two. 

Madeja countered that the applicants had been 
paying two tax bills and that each lot had a sewer stub; 
therefore, they were, in fact, two lots. Bobola confirmed 
that proposed lot coverage and height of proposed single- 
family dwellings were within the scope of bylaws. 

Brian Grady of G.A.F. Engineering, also 
representing 0 Starboard Way, LLC, said that lot coverage 
was planned at 14 percent and that the height of the 
buildings would be under 35 feet. Grady also pointed out 
early in his presentation that the properties in question 
had previously been granted Special Permits in 2012, but 
that at that time no work had taken place and the permits 
had lapsed. 

Chairperson Susan Akin said a least two letters 
had been received in objection to the development of 
the lots, primarily due to intermittent flooding, an issue 
that had also troubled the chair. This point, she said, was 
why the project needed to go through the Conservation 
Commission first. 

Madeja, on behalf of her client and at the behest 
of the ZBA, asked to withdraw the application without 
prejudice. Permission was granted. 

In other business, a Special Permit was approved 
for 56 Ocean Drive, owned by Conrad and Janice Roy, 
for the demolition of their fire-damaged home and the 
construction of a new single-family home on the 37,000 
square-foot lot. The original home had been constructed 
in 1952. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Zoning 
Board of Appeals will be scheduled for Thursday, June 17, 
at 6:00 pm if there are cases to be heard.

The hearing became heated when abutter Mike 
Silva, 18 Bishop Road, augmented his request that the 
Planning Board visit his property to get a better look at 
how his view will change by suggesting that, because 
Bailey is a board member, an approval is essentially a 
done deal. 

“We're not engaged in the personality business,” 
answered Johnson. “If you’ve got an engineering opinion 
or a screening opinion, we'll look at it. All this other crap 
... is not a concern of the Planning Board. We try to work 
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“T’ve never approved a project without modifying it. 

“Don’t ever come in here and say something’s in 
the bag because Ill throw you right out of here, and it’s 
my legal right to do that. Do you understand?” he asked 
Silva. “It’s a yes or no (answer).... Sit down, you’re done.” 

Johnson fumed over the suggestion that the 
board operates outside of its parameters and cited cases 
in which he was disappointed in the outcome but was 
bound to uphold the mission of the board resulting in 
approvals. 

In this case, Grady summarized the property as 9 
acres including 4 acres of uplands and a project he called 
“a glorified driveway” estimated to be 728 feet in length 
for access for a single-family home. 

One waiver is for the 500-foot limit that, 
according to Town Counsel Blair Bailey (no relation 
to Bendrix Bailey), stems from public safety concerns. 

If a road is too long, then houses can be cut off from 
emergency vehicles. 

Johnson said he asked Blair Bailey early in the 
process if the lot can ever be subdivided again, and 
the answer was it can only be one house so the road, if 
approved, would amount to a long driveway. 

Citing the minimum frontage requirement, Blair 
Bailey further stated that there is no chance that another 
house could go back there. “It wouldn’t fit,” he said, 
adding in answer to a resident attending the meeting that 
there is also no chance that the town would assume the 
cost of maintaining the road. 

Johnson explained the built-in mechanisms to 
waive rules and regulations in order to recognize small 
situations faced by property owners that would otherwise 
be hogtied by regulations written with much larger 
properties in mind. 

Going outside the parameters of the Planning 
Board, said Johnson, would cost Blair Bailey precious time 
as town counsel. 

Alluding to Silva’s request, Johnson stated for 
the benefit of all abutters that site visits only invite the 
applicants, consultants, Planning Board members and 
staff, and public safety officials unless permission is 
obtained from the property owner. Nonetheless, he told 
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abutters that the board is willing to visit their properties 
to get their view. 

Blair Bailey clarified that while the Town of 
Rochester tries to minimize the extent to what they try to 
tell people what they can do on their own property, one’s 
view of another’s property cannot be protected. While, for 
instance, a business might be asked to screen itself from 
abutting residents with the planting or preservation of 
trees, an abutter cannot ask the government to maintain 
their view onto neighboring properties. 

“We're the government, we have to have a reason 
to regulate,” he said. “Preserving someone’s view is not 
something we can regulate to somebody on their land.” 

The Planning Board will conduct a site visit on 
Tuesday, June 8, at 6:00 pm, and the case was continued to 
June 8. 

Tuesday night’s hybrid setup used the Old 
Colony Regional Vocational Technical High School library 
as a home base with remote access via Zoom. 

In a public hearing continued from April 27, Eric 
Las represented Cushman Solar, LLC in its application 
for a Special Permit for Groundwater Protection at its 
0 Cushman Road site. The 3.9-megawatt solar array 
is proposed within a residential / agricultural district 
including a horse farm. 

The Cushman Road property, also within the 
Mattapoisett River Valley Watershed and partially within 
the Groundwater Protection District and the Floodplain 
Overlay District, is owned by Lisa Holden, trustee. 

Referring to a site walk with the Planning Board, 
Las said he heard commentary from abutters and peer 
review consultant Ken Motta. He said one of the big 
focuses on this project tried to address traffic. 

Johnson’s comments requesting more detail in 
the way of logistics for access and doing the work so 
disruption can be realistically assessed was applauded by 
engineer Dave Davignon, who was representing abutters 
with those exact concerns. 

The case was continued to June 8. 

In a case continued from May 11, Las also 
appeared before the board on behalf of Snipatuit Solar, 
LLC, which applied for a Special Permit for Groundwater 
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Protection on the site of a proposed, 4.8-megawatt 
solar array at 0 Snipatuit Road. He requested further 
continuance to June 8. 

In other business, the board voted to approved 
William Clapp’s application for an Approval Not 
Required for property located at 52 Clapp Road. The 
project, already vetted by the Conservation Commission, 
will create two additional lots for a total of three at the site 
of an existing single-family house, and the garage on the 
site will be razed to comply with setback requirements. 

Planning Board member Gary Florindo, who did 
not run for reelection, is stepping down after 17 years of 
service. “Very common-sense guy, always put the time in, 
a lot of research. He’ll be missed. Still going to talk to him 
probably every day,” said Johnson. 

In a board reorganization, member John 
DeMaggio was appointed as vice chairman, replacing 
Florindo. DeMaggio now has the second longest tenure on 
the board. 

Johnson also recognized Marissa Perez-Dormitzer, 
who is leaving Planning Board administration. Victoria 
D’ Antoni will join the board as administrator. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Planning Board 
is scheduled for Tuesday, June 8, at 7:00 pm at Old Colony 
and via Zoom. 


Well Water an Ongoing Concern 
Marion Board of Health

A request for comment made by Marion’s 
Planning Board resulted in an eagle eye approach toward 
the health of well water within 100 feet of a bog. 

Applicant Todd Zell’s proposed residential 
project, including a lot where he plans to live according 
to project representative Dave Davignon of Schneider, 
Davignon & Leone Inc., was addressed by the Marion 
Board of Health during its May 18 Zoom meeting. 

According to Davignon, both lots will have new 
septic systems with denitrification technology in keeping 
with Marion’s regulations, and wells will be used for 
water due to the cost of tying into Town of Wareham 
water. 
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“T would like to have a plan for ongoing 
analysis,” said Board of Health member Dot Brown. “You 
just want to make sure it stays potable since you can’t tie 
into Wareham’s water.” 

Representing the Planning Board was member 
Eileen Marum, whose concern for ongoing testing of the 
well water with that proximity to a bog was shared by the 
Board of Health. 

Based on infiltration occurrences at other sites, 
including one in Simsbury, Connecticut, where Marum 
lived, she predicted that eventually the toxic material 
from chemical treatments will infiltrate through the soil 
and into the water. She said that in a Wisconsin-based 
case, it occurred within two to three years. The water 
began displaying odor and taste indicating infiltration. 

“The remedy was stop using the wells and 
bringing in truckloads of water. It kind of reminded me 
of a third-world country. My concern is that this does 
not happen in Marion,” said Marum, who applauded 
Board of Health member Brown’s suggestion for annual 
analysis. 

Board of Health member John Howard suggested 
Marion learn about policy in Carver and Rochester where 
there are many bogs. Howard and Chair Ed Hoffer agreed 
with the stipulation for ongoing testing, and the board 
voted to approve the project with the proviso that the 
well water be subjected to at least annual testing. 

While comment was requested by the Planning 
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Board, Town Planner Gil Hilario explained that a vote 
was required as a statement from the Board of Health to 
inform the Planning Board. 

In a 4:15 pm public hearing, the Board of Health 
voted to approve Manuel DiMiranda’s application for a 
variance in the upgrade to his septic system on Wareham 
Road, Route 6. 

According to representative Brian Grady of 
G.A.F. Engineering, the property is for sale and the failed 
system needs to be upgraded. DiMiranda is requesting 
to reduce the setback from the leaching field from the 
required 20 feet to 10 feet with mitigation in the form of 
a polyethylene barrier between the leaching field and the 
setback. 

Grady explained that monitoring occurs twice 
per year under the rules of a general permit, and asked 
by Brown if he thinks the proposal is safe, said, “I think 
10 feet’s plenty of room.... Marion soils are kind of tight, 
they’re not course beach sand soils.... No, I don’t think 
there is any issue.” 

In her Health Agent update, Anna Wimmer 
reported on progress at 33 Pitcher Street, where a 
dumpster sits indicating movement. Hoffer noted that he 
observed a realtor sign at the address. 

Wimmer also discussed microblading and 
permanent makeup and said the town will relinquish the 
requirement for a janitorial sink if disposal equipment 
is used. The town plans to adopt body art regulations 
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Public Health Nurse Lori Desmarais told the 
board that she told Town Administrator Jay McGrail that 
since the Memorial Day and Fourth of July Parade events 
are scheduled for after May 29, the town does not need to 
have the emergency guideline plan. 

As of her May 18 report, Desmarais said Marion 
had 423 total COVID-19 cases, one active case, and three 
total during the month of May. In the schools, Sippican 
had two people in quarantine and 39 cases since the start 
of the pandemic. Old Rochester Regional Junior High 
School had three people in quarantine and two positive 
cases in isolation. ORR High School had one in quarantine 
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but none in isolation. The high school has seen 107 total 
cases. 

Tabor Academy, said Desmarais, is continuing 
weekly surveillance testing through the end of the 
school’s academic year. 

Since a new resident test, Sippican Healthcare 
Center has reported two positive cases; there have been 
108 cases that have recovered and 129 negative tests. 
Desmarais said she was waiting on PCR testing results. 

Hoffer told the board that the Plymouth County 
Mosquito Control agency has indicated plans for an aerial 
spray and is also offering ground control from a truck 
upon request effective May 25. 

The next meeting of the Marion Board of Health is 
scheduled for Wednesday, May 26, at 4:00 pm. 


Climate Resiliency Involves Many 


Stakeholders 
Mattapoisett Neck Road Climate Resiliency Project 
By Marilou Newell 

On May 19, stakeholders and researchers came 
together for a final meeting to discuss climate changes 
that will impact Mattapoisett Neck Road in the coming 
decades, as well as the more immediate need to make 
decisions on how best to move forward with culvert 
repairs. Their discussion also included conceptual designs 
for elevating the nearly sea-level roadway. 

Presenting data and its impact on the roadway 
was Adam Finkle of the Woods Hole Group, who 
responded to a question from Select Board member Jordan 
Collyer asking if elevating the roadway would have a 
negative impact on the hydrology of neighboring parcels 
and if it might also create an earthen dam effect. 

Finkle said that the next stage of the project is to 
study hydrological impacts by modeling several concepts. 
He said that erosion may represent a problem and that the 
study would also model unintended consequences related 
to building up the roadway slopes to achieve the desired 
elevation, a number yet to be determined. Finkle did state 
that projections indicate the roadway would experience 
daily flooding if not elevated by the year 2050. He said 
that any roadway modifications would be a balancing 
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act between improvements and coastal areas. Finkle 
cautioned that there is evidence now that there are no 
viable plants under shrub and tree canopies, a condition 
that will eventually erode the existing slopes allowing 
more flooding occurrences. 

In describing one roadway concept, Finkle said 
that at 7.5 feet of elevation, water would not overtop the 
roadway by the year 2070. He also said, however that 
whenever roads are built up, they also must build out, 
and agreements with all regulatory agencies would be 
needed to approve the work. 

On the question of whether or not a larger 
culvert would benefit Molly’s Cove, Dean Audet of Fuss 
and O’Neil said, “There is no science in place that tells 
if increased culvert size would help either the cove or 
flooding.” He said that a larger culvert might flood areas 
not previously subject to flooding. “We want to make sure 
we don’t create erosion.” 

Andrea Judge of Fuss and O’Neil offered two 
culvert solutions. One would include precast walls 
surrounding a pipe. The second would create a larger 
opening embedded deeper into the mud, a design that she 
said would benefit natural stream systems and help the 
wildlife. Other improvements such as drainage systems 
and utilities should be timed in concert with roadway 
work, she suggested. 

Earlier in the meeting, Judge and Eileen Gunn 
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of Fuss and O’Neil described elevation concepts. First, 
they said the current elevation is a mere 2.3 feet and, if 
left unchanged, would experience daily flooding by 2050- 
2070. They said the maximum height the team members 
had considered is 7.5 feet, a height that would provide the 
greatest resiliency, but again, would impact the slopes. 

If nothing is done to the elevation, the teams still 
offered some hope. The removal of invasive plants and 
the addition of salt tolerant vegetation could help, they 
said. While sunny day flooding at high tides remain an 
issue, storm flooding might be somewhat mitigated. 

The town has received a Coast Zone Management 
grant in the sum of $74,981 to complete the study and 
roadways concepts.

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Army of the Dead. Starring Dave Bautista and Tig No- 
taro. Directed by Zack Snyder. Running time: 148 min- 
utes. MPAA rating: R. Now streaming on Netflix. 

It'd be nice if Athena Perample got a career bump 
from Zack Snyder’s mediocrity at length Army of the 
Dead. A stuntwoman, Perample appears in the new zom- 
bie film as a character credited as Alpha Queen, and she 
slinks around hissing and looking fabulous in an undead 
Corpse Bride fashion. (Even the zombies are hotties in Sny- 
derverse.) I’ve seen Army of the Dead described as being 
full of characters who could carry their own interesting 
movies, but are instead all stuck with each other in a bor- 
ing movie. The Alpha Queen would be exhibit A. Are the 
alpha zombies the top of the hierarchy of zombies? Do 
they have a culture? Leisure activities? They’re said to be 
smarter than the usual “shamblers,” but are they building 
anything or just squatting on the dust of a dead world? 

There’s little evidence that Zack Snyder cared 
all that much about the implications of a zombie society. 
Snyder isn’t a thinker; like Christopher Nolan, he works 
up to big, showy sequences, devoted to his jock-nerd idea 
of cool. I don’t think Snyder is without merit: he did well 
by Watchmen and made an accidental masterpiece with 
Sucker Punch, which I persist in considering unconscious 
art. But without a strong structure, his films tend to go by 
in a semi-sequential blur. They have no internal clock, no 
rhythm. Something happens, something else happens, and 
it’s all on the same emotionally null level. 

Army of the Dead is never more risible than when 
it asks us to sniffle over the fates of characters we barely 
know, even though Snyder has plenty of time to acquaint 
us with them. Hell, George Romero’s longest Dead film 
was only 126 minutes, and it was described as “epic” 
despite being confined mostly to one location. This damn 
thing runs for two hours and twenty-eight minutes, and 
though it mashes up the zombie genre and the heist genre 
— a group of hardcases are tasked with getting millions 
of dollars out of a Vegas casino before the whole zom- 
bie-overrun city gets nuked — it doesn’t even give us a 
montage where the players plot things out. Dave Bautista 
gets top billing as a mercenary (I guess?) who puts a team 
together to fetch the money, and again, as with Man of 
Steel, the connective narrative — when Bautista recruits 
various people (a safecracker, a hard-bitten expert at zom-

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bie warfare) — feels like placeholders. Snyder kind of just 
goes through them so he can get to the good stuff, when 
zombies bite folks real good and then get shot up real 
good. In both cases, blood sprays all over the place. 

Army of the Dead is raring to be big and exces- 
sive, and the concussive deep bass and scale of it can be 
mesmerizing in fits and starts. Sometimes we look at the 
chaotic images and we lament the kind of zombie opus 
that George Romero was never given the budget to make. 
Romero would’ve known what to do with this cast, too. 

I like Bautista — his cartoonishly wide frame holds some 
tenderness — but Snyder doesn’t do much with him. A lot 
of the publicity has surrounded Tig Notaro being digitally 
ported in to replace accused sexual scumbag Chris D’Elia, 
but the movie neither gets the best out of her nor deserves 
it. We’re supposed to root for all these people because 
they’re not zombies, I guess, although the film sometimes 
seems on the verge of switching our allegiances around 
(hey, zombies have feelings too!) but ends up fumbling 
that too. 

Snyder spent the better part of a decade in the DC 
Comics wilderness, making dour, overlong films nobody 
much enjoyed. Did he ever even like superheroes? He 
seemed more at home with the deconstructionist super- 
hero valedictory Watchmen. I thought Sucker Punch was a 
possible unaware shiv in the ribs to the Comic-Con rules 
of cool — Snyder the unintentional satirist. But in Army 
of the Dead he’s back doing stuff seemingly calculated to 
make high-school boys exclaim “Badass!,” except this 
time nothing is skewered. The story is bloated and amor- 
phous, and whatever targets it might have are murky. 

As in his Dawn of the Dead remake, Snyder isn’t using the 
zombie movie as a Trojan horse for social comment; even 
the crass irony of zombies feasting on Vegas schmucks 
and showgirls is threadbare and abruptly handled. Snyder 
just wants to get to the parts where hordes of zombies get 
their brains blown out, over and over. It gets old for us a 
lot sooner than it does for him.

The Buzzards Bay Watershed Ride provides 
one of the most scenic coastal cycling courses in all of 
New England, and it returns for its 15th year on Sunday, 
October 3. Cyclists of all ages and abilities can sign up 
now to bike 35, 75, or 100 miles at the Buzzards Bay 
Watershed Ride by visiting www.savebuzzardsbay.org / 
ride. 

The Watershed Ride is a fun community event 
that supports a great cause: clean water in Buzzards 
Bay. More than 300 cyclists participate in the Watershed 
Ride each year, pedaling through 11 coastal communities 
and passing more than 3,300 acres of conservation land 
protected by the Buzzards Bay Coalition and other 
conservation organizations. 

“The ride is the highlight of the fall because 
it brings together so many people who are excited to 
be outdoors enjoying the beauty of our Buzzards Bay 
watershed region, and it celebrates the resources we are 
working to protect for the future,” said Mark Rasmussen, 
president of the Coalition. “Last year’s ride was a great 
success, despite the changes we made to adapt to the 
pandemic.

Safe Storage and Disposal of Medications and 
Syringes 

Many local police departments offer 24/7 
prescription medication drop-boxes for the safe disposal 
of unused or expired medications. Medications that can 
be disposed of in the drop-boxes include prescription 
ointments, prescription medications, medication patches, 
and samples, as well as over the counter medications, 
vitamins, and pet medications. Lotions, liquids, and non- 
prescription ointments are not permitted. For your privacy, 
please remember to remove all personal identification 
before placing items in the drop-box. In Mattapoisett, the 
medication drop-box is in the lobby of the Police Station, 
located at 64 County Road (Route 6). 

For the safe disposal of needles and syringes, 
sharps containers are available free of charge from the 
Mattapoisett Police Station and the Public Health Nurse’s 
office. Used sharps containers may be returned to the 
Public Health Nurse’s office for safe and proper disposal 
of these items. 

The safe and proper storage and disposal of 
all medications, needles, and syringes helps to prevent 
accidents or misuse. These items should always be 
stored in a secure location, out of sight and out of reach 
of children. To assist you with safe storage in the home, 
lockboxes can be purchased at your local pharmacy or 
retail store such as CVS, Walgreens, or Rite Aid.
